duced in the senate by Senator Hill, 
passed that body without dissent, but 
in the house, Czar Reed, holding a 
retainer from the trusts, frilled the bill 
by defeating action on it. 


The resolution adopted by the Demo- 


cratic state convention of Pennsylvania, 
at Reading, on Tuesday on this same 
subject reads as follows: 


We sympathize with the miners of 


he commonwealth in their unequal 
truggle to obtain a fair compensation 
or their daily toil, and declare that the 
ancient and Anglo-Saxon right of trial 
3y jury ought to be preserved, and we 
deplore the tendency of certain federal 
and state courts to detract from this 
right by an unwarranted extension and 
abuse of the remedy of injunction in 
differences between capital and labor. 


This makes the position of the Demo 


cratio party of the state and nation on 
this important subject tolerably plain 
Republican papers, as a rule as well as 
Republican conventions, have gener- 
ally upheld the use of the writ to end 
labor troubles on the side of the em- 
ploying interest.

"are 


bad law, bad morals and worse poli- 
tics." Politics is what svakeued Gros 
vcnor up. 
Farther says this mouth- 


piece of Hanna and McKiriley: 


The hasty resort to equitable reme- 


dies—j. e., injunctions—ia, to say the 
least, dangerous and generally unwise. 
Only where legal remedies fail are 
equitable remedies advisable. 
Bat our 


judicial system is equal to the task of 
settling all questions involved, and the 
resort 
to 
congressional legislation 


would be open to the objection that it 
would bo an exercise of federal power 
over the internal affairs of the states, 
and the more important one, that in 
time of excitement and trouble hasty 
legislation always promotes opposition. 


"Dangerous and unwise" —"bad 


law, bad morals and worse politics," is 
the way Congressman Grosevnor now 
describes government by injunction. 
Last fall he assailed the Democratic 
party for preaching anarchy because it 
took the same ground but expressed its 
belief in more moderate language. 


But nothing that we have lately seen 


on this subject of government' by in- 
junction has the significance that at- 
taches to a decision rendered by Judge 
Mollvaine, of Washington county, and 
he is not a candidate for re-election, 
either. In discharging Patrick Dolan 
and other coal strike leaders, under ar- 
rest for violating an injunction as to 
marching on the publio highways and 
other like evidences of" intimidation, 
Judge Molvane, refusing to punish 
them for contempt of court, declared 
that "the place to punish a criminal 
offense is in the criminal court, and 
not by preliminary injunction and at- 
tachment." In these few words the 
Washington oonnty judge gets to the 
gist of the whole matter in a forcible 
way not attempted by any of our Alle- 
gheny county judges or by Judge 
Jackson of the federal court of West 
Virginia. 
Constitutional 
liberty is 


invaded by the supplanting of the due 
process of law—which means trial by 
jury on an indictment previously found 
by a grand jury—by a judicial injunc- 
tion. Nothing is mote certain than that 
thia species of judicial usurpation will 
have to go the way a great many other 
judicial abridgments of the rights of 
the citizens have gone.—Pittsburg Post.

The well was a gasser and when the 


120 quarts of glycerine let down into 
the well ex™!o|ipfl. the'gas ignited and 
with a terrific ruar the flames shot high 
above the derrick. As soon as the dril- 
lers saw the flames several climbed into 
the derrick to shut off the gas, but they 
had hardly gotten there when there 
was a terrific explosion. 


The burning gas had started the re- 


maining glycerin in the empty cans 
etanding in a wagon near the derrick. 
In another wagon near by were some 
cans containing another 120 quarts ol 
the stuff, and th^s was started by the 
force of the first explosion. The sec- 
ond was blended with the first in a 
mighty roar, and the town and sur- 
rounding country for miles trembled 
from the shock. 


The 
National 
Supply 
company's 


tuilding was completely demolished, 
and nothing remains but a big hole 
where the wagons stood. There is not 
a whole pane of glass in any window 
In the town and every house and store 
was shaken to its foundation. 
There 


was awful excitement over the affair, 
and all the remaining population of the 
town rushed to the spot. The Identity 
of the men who were in the derrick 
and who were killed can not be learned 
now, owing to the excitement 


The damage to the Ohio Oil com- 


pany will amount to $3,000. 
Eight 


buildings are a total wreck and many 
others damaged. The town has a popu- 
lation of about 1,200. Many bystanders 
were wounded.
